Most Trees Will Survive Oil Peril, Experts Conclude 
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The trees — most of them — will live. 
That was the consensus of experts from .the 
Pennsylvania 
Department 
of Agriculture 
who 
examined some of the thousands of oil-covered 
trees lining the banks of the Schuylkill River 
from Douglassville to Phoenixville Saturday. 
The optimistic prognosis cam e in the midst of 
a m assive cleanup of the oil-laden banks of the 
river by the Coast Guard and the federal Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency. As much as 50,000 
tons of sludge-soaked absorbent material will be 
produced by the clean up. 
Most of the deciduous trees along the banks of 
the river have branches which extended above 
the oil-infested waters of the flood and these 
trees will survive, state agriculture officials be­ 
lieve. 


“Right 
now 
w e’re 
experiencing 
a 
black 
autumn,” remarked Peter Clapper, EPA infor­ 
mation officer. “ Many of the trees are losing 
their oil-covered leaves.” Clapper said that work­ 
ers will cut away the low, oil soaked branches 


of these trees, 
“ and hopefully, they’ll bloom 
again next year.” 
Shrubs, plants and trees completely covered 
with oil and most evergreens probably won’t sur­ 
vive, he said. 
The dead or dying trees will be cut away at 
ground level, he explained, so the roots will re­ 
main. “That way the roots can help prevent 
erosion and the undergrowth will begin growing 
back in next spring.” 
The oil in the Schuylkill River no longer is a 
critical problem, he stated. “ We have oil diver­ 
sion booms stretched in front of water intake 
valves at Pottstown. Spring City, PhoenixviUe. 
Norristown 
and 
Philadelphia 
and 
two 
filter 
fences were placed in the river to pick up the 
oil.” 
The banks also were sprayed with an absorb­ 
ent m aterial which will drink up the oil against 
them. 
“ Our greatest concern is the oil on the banks.” 
he stressed. “ If the oil isn’t cleaned up. it could 
seen into the river for months or years to come ” 
Throughout the weekend. 60 workers super­ 
vised by EPA and Coast Guard personnel began 


spreading a synthetic absorbent material called 
sorbent over the banks and fields. 
The 
absorbent 
material, 
which 
looks 
like 
insulation blown into the walls of homes, absorbs 
oil but not water. “ It can soak up to 10 times 
its own weight,” Clapper said. 
So far. 2,000 yards or more than a mile of the 
river bank was covered with the material. “We 
still have 30 m iles to cover,” Clapper said, “ so 
you can see we have our work cut out for us.” 
In 
the 
meantime, 
eight 
special 
“vacuum 
cleaner” trucks called Vac-Haulers began comb­ 
ing the fields to clean up the pools of oil which 
the flood waters left. Workers walk along the 
fields with a hose attached to a tank truck and 
vacuuming machinery draws the oil into the 
truck. 
“Three tank cars supplied by the Reading 
Railroad are being used to store the oil until we 
decide what to do with it,” the EPA spokesman 
said. “We also have three hopper cars that will 
be used to store all the debris gathered along 
the banks of the river.” 
Experts from all over the country are attempt­ 
ing to figure out a means for disposing of the 


sludge once it’s collected. So far, Vac-Haulers 
gathered 12.000 gallons of sludge and when the 
sorbent is picked up, .EPA and Coast Guard 
authorities could find them selves with 50,000 tons 
of sludge-soaked absorbent material to dispose of. 
The most probable method of disposal for 
the thousands of gallons of sludge will be a care­ 
fully designed sanitary landfill. “Once the sludge 
is disposed of in a landfill, it will decompose. 
But no decision has been made as to how we'll 
get rid of it,” Clapper added. 
Scientists are also puzzling over what to do 
with the oil-soaked sorbent. “ We’re considering 
several possibilities “ but the one we’re most 
seriously thinking about is burning.” 
The bonfire would not cause undue air pollu­ 
tion. he explained, but the EPA fears a strong 
public reaction against it. 
“We would dig a trench: 8 feet deep, 30 feet 
long and 15 feet .wide,” he said, “and place a 
gigantic fan next to it.” When the sorbent Is 
burned, air blowing across the trench from the 
fan will prevent much sm oke from getting into 
the air and insure com plete combustion. 
“We have a few days to study the m atter.” 


he said. “ It’ll take a while for the sorbent that’s 
already laid to absorb its full capacity of oil.” 
The EPA and the Coast Guard advised farm ers 
who have a thin covering of oil on their fields 
to plow the oil under. “ Once the oil is under the 
ground, there’s every possibility that it will de­ 
compose and the farmer will have a more fertile 
field,” Clapper said. 
The farm ers were instructed to cover their 
oil-covered fields with a nitrate fertilizer before 
plowing. “ This is only for a slight covering o'* 
oil. Large amounts of oil will have to be soaked 
up with absorbents. 
“We’re also telling farm ers to wash off their 
livestock,” he said. “The sludge is toxic and the 
animals will lick them selves,” If they have any 
sludge on them, they’ll probably poison them­ 
selves.” 
He added that area veterinarians are looking 
out for cases of lead poisoning. 
Parents should make sure their-children don’t 
get any sludge in their mouths, he said, and 
people shouldn’t eat anything that's been exposed 
to the sludge. 
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House Rejects 
Shapps Budget 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (A P )—Gov. Shapp has directed flood relief 
activities to continue and asked state employes to remain at their 
posts, even though the legislature has left him without the money 
to pay for it. 
The House voted overwhelmingly late Saturday, the first day of 
the new fiscal year, to reject a $3.2 billion budget proposal ramm ed 
through the Senate earlier. 
A joint House-Senate conference committee, including three law­ 
makers from each chamber will have to work out a final budget. 
The 26 Senate Democrats passed their spending plan against 
solid Republican opposition, but the party’s strength broke down in 
the House, where an upstate Democratic bloc refused to give way. 
The Senate version failed in the House, 135-50. 
All checks from the state, including em ergency assistance to 
flood victims, have been stopped. The state’s vendors have been 
asked to continue supplying materials with the bill “ to be honored 
later.” 
“The main people who will be hurt the most are the elderly, 
the sick, the disabled and those who depend on the state to help them 
out,” Shapp said. 
Separate bills providing $150 million for flood relief remain in a 
Senate comm ittee, where they will stay until the budget is passed, 
according to Shapp. 
House Majority Leader K. Leroy Irvis, D-Allegheny, said the 
leadership had lined up nearly 90 House votes in favor of the Senate 
budget version, much like Gov. Shapp’s proposal. 
But when m em bers saw the bill going down despite their support, 
they deserted in droves, to tack another anti-spending vote onto their 
election-year records. Passage of the budget would require 102 votes.

Air Hijacker Killed 
Over Try for Hanoi 


SAIGON 
(A P) — A young 
Asian tried to hijack a 
Pan 
American Airways 747 jumbo 
jet to Hanoi on Sunday, but the 
aircraft landed instead in Sai­ 
gon where the pilot and two 
passengers clasped him 
in a 
strangle 
hold 
and an arm ed 
passenger pumped five bullets 
into his chest. 
The 
pilot 
then 
heaved 
the 
dead hijacker body to the con­ 
crete taxiway at Tan Son Nhut 
Airport. 
The 
hijacker 
had 
claimed he was North Vietnam­ 
ese. 
A Pan American spokesman 
in Hong Kong said, “As far as 
we can tell now, the hijacker’s 
name is believed to be Nguyen 
Thai Binh, but no passport or 
ticket for him has yet 
been 
found. It is believed he boarded 
the plane at Honolulu.” 
The man carried a package 
he claimed was a bomb in one 
hand and a long knife in the 
other. He said he intended to 
blow up the aircraft after it 
reached Hanoi in a “revenge 
act” for the U.S. bombing of 
North Vietnam, the pilot said. 
After landing at Saigon on a 
pretext of refueling, the pilot, 
Capt. Gene Vaughn, 53, and two 
passengers -got the air pirate 
off guard, knocked the “ bomb” 


from 
his 
hand and

During the struggle, Vaughn

passenger with the gun to “ kill 
the son of a bitch.”

So th e A m eri­ 
can Eagle will spend Tuesday in sound­ 
ing its call and in flapping its wings. 
One interesting point about the D ec­ 
laratio n of Independence is th a t it w as 
adopted so tardily. 
M ore th a n a y e a r 
previously armed conflict had occurred 
with the English troops, an inter-colonial 
army under Gen. G eorge W ashington had 
been o rganized, and G eorge III had p ro­ 
claim ed th a t the colonists w ere in open 
rebellion. 
The delay in proclaiming independence 
shows how slowly the colonists c a m e 
around to th a t idea. In th e in terim , se n ­ 
tim ent 
for 
breaking w ith

country had been augmented by a flood 
of pamphlets, sermons, 
speeches and 
newspaper articles. 
D iscussions of the C ontinental Con­ 
gress w ere dispassionate and d elib erate, 
perhaps because alm ost one-half of the 
delegates were lawyers. There was no 
dominant personality or group, and most 
of the work was carried on by commit­ 
tees. which alm ost alw ay s m ove

com posed

Som e p h ra se s he lifted verbatim from a 
rough draft which he had drawn for a 
constitution for Virginia. He admitted 
a fte rw a rd th a t the ideas ex p re ssed w ere 
not original. T hey merely voiced sen ti­ 
ments which had become prevalent. 
Jefferson 
accepted certain changes 
suggested by F ra n k lin and A dam s, then 
subm itted, his d ec la ra tio n to C ongress on.

By now it is evident, th a t despite the 
em phasis on increasing tra d e betw een 
the Soviet Union and the United States, 
gains are not going to be as rapid as 
might be hoped in Moscow and Washing­ 
ton. The m echanics involved in ex p an d ­ 
ing w hat has been no m o re th a n a m edi­ 
ocre exchange of goods for decades are 
appearing as major stumbling blocks. 
Last year the total Soviet-American 
trade w as only $200 m illion, and this w as 
one of th e larger volum es sin c e th e late 
1940s. Current negotiations to open the 
trade doors wider are among the more 
energetic conducted 
between 
the two 
countries since the Stalin era, but even 
so they are moving slow ly. T he fact that, 
the Moscow summit meeting between the 
heads of state of the two countries pro­ 
duced no trade pacts was indicative of the 
inertia yet to be overcome. 
One of the major problems encounter­ 
ed is the disparity in goods available for 
trade. The Soviets are in great need of 


a num ber A m erican co m m o d ities, espe­ 
cially iced grains and p ro d u cts involving 
a high degree of American technology. 
The volume the Soviets would like to 
im port in these lines could be consider­ 
able,. 
But th e to tal of Soviet products 
w hich m ight be readily purchased for 
the American market are not. 
To proceed on this basis would open 
th e ex ch an g e to a la rg e deficit for th e 
Soviet, U nion, E v en though th a t country 
holds a la rg e gold re se rv e to pay such 
an imbalance for a tim e, the Kremlin 
apparently is unwilling to commit itself 
to a deficit situation of significant pro­ 
portions. If th is re lu c tan c e ca n be over­ 
com e. tra d e av en u es could develop rapid­ 
ly. With the Soviet people pressing for 
an improved quality of life, their leaders 
m ay yet decide the price, temporarily 
a t least,, re p re se n ts a good in v estm en t 
for improving a sluggish and underde­ 
veloped economy. 
Soviet Grain Deals 


Expanded trade between th e United 
States and the Soviet Union was almost 
certain to be on the agenda before Presi­ 
dent Nixon left for M oscow 
T h at c e r­ 
ta in ty h as in creased w ith re p o rts th at 
Soviet agrciulture is in tro u b le. 
Western farm experts who toured So­ 
viet agriculture areas early in M ay, al­ 
though under tightly controlled 
condi­ 
tions, saw enough to co nvince them, th a t 
as much as 30 percent of the w inter 
wheat crop may have been lost to un­ 
favorable weather conditions. 
That could indicate a d eclin e a s high 
.as 10 p e rc e n t in the total g ra in h arv est 
this year, a m ajo r blow to a country 
which even in its best years produces 
only slight farm surpluses. The Soviets 
will need to engage in major purchases 
abroad to m ak e up th e d ifferen ce.

Moves already are underway to in­ 
crease Soviet imports of grains. A ma­ 
jor new purchasing agreement covering 
b read g ra in s w as signed w ith C anada 
earlier this year. American negotiators 
also have been offered long-term pur­ 
chase agreements on grains, but on long­

te rm s w hich th u s fa r h av e proved unac­ 
ceptable. 
If th e Soviet harvests th is year are 
down as greatly as they appear to be, 
Moscow n eg o tiato rs can ill afford to h ag ­ 
gle ov er tra d e te rm s. 
C an ad a and the 
U nited S tate s a re th e two major ex p o rt­ 
ers of food grains and there is no reason 
why their producers should take less 
from the Soviet U nion than the prevailing 
m a rk e t price.

Forge 
Centennial Jubilee

A column we did Dec. 8, 1971, reviewing the 
Daily Pottstown Ledger’s evaluation of t agleys- 
ville Heights Encampment also mentioned the 
forthcoming centennial celebration that was to 
be held June 19, 1878, at Valley Forge. This rep­ 
resented a tremendous outpouring of regard and 
emotional patriotism by the people from all sur­ 
rounding counties. 
In connection w ith this ju b ilee , a rra n g e m e n t 
were completed with a man named Ogden to 
transfer the property once owned by Isaac Potts, 
the miller, and today known as Washingtons 
h e a d q u a rte rs to the V alley Forge Association for 
a sum of $3,000. 
, 
Among valiant efforts to raise these kinds of 
funds the boys and girls of the West Chester 
High School prepared an entertainment at which 
they w ere permitted by their school boat (I to sell 
tick ets at 10 cents, these to b e obtained eith er 
direct from the students or at the West Chester 
book stores.

M assach u setts Historical Society and other 
ea ste rn sta te s organizations subscribed to 1,500 
sh a re s of V alley F orge C en ten n ial stock at $1 
each. The authorities announced, “It is the ulti­ 
mate intention of the association to purchase the 
entire camp ground and throw it open as a na­ 
tional park.” 
G re at difficulty was experienced in raising the 
m oney needed for jubilee expenses, but Reading 
subscribed the most funds, then West Chester, 
Conshohocken. Schuylkill County, Pottstown and 
Doylestown. Our Burgess stood among those in 
th e fo refro n t: 
“ Ho for V alley F orge! H. G. Kulp. a t the re ­ 
quest of a number of citizens of Pottstown has 
issued a call for a meeting of our people at 
K eystone Hall on Saturday evening to consider 
th e feasibility of our tow nspeople attending the 
V alley F o rg e C entennial A ssociation in a body 
on the 19th. . .”

It was announced June 18 that all neighboring 
towns would commence ringing bells at 5 “to­ 
m orrow morning.” All business houses had p re­ 
viously d e c la re d th eir in ten tio n s of rem aining 
closed on th a t day. The Ledger was issued in 
the morning instead of afternoon. 
John F. Hartranft, governor, passed through 
Pottstown on the afternoon Express of the 17th, 
and as th e train, stood sh ro u d ed in steam , a t the 
depot, he emerged on the rear platfo rm shaking 
hands with several old buddies from Pottstown 
and demanding a Pottstown Ledger. Nothing is 
said in the types of any baby kissing upon the 
platfo rm , an d this ag re es with o u r e a rlie r e v a lu a­ 
tion th a t politicians could be more m asculine in 
those days. 
Space does not permit the myriad details of 
that long day’s jubilee, with singing by vast 
coruses, p reach in g , feastin g , d rin k in g to asts and 
the firing of cannon sa lu te s. W e m ean to p resen t 
as much of th e d ed icato ry re m a rk s as th e col­ 
umn’s sp ace p erm its. 
First the governor: 
“ We h av e com e to c o m m e m o ra te th e d ark e st 
hours of th e R evolution. Y et th e y w ere hours of 
triu m p h also, and it w as a t V alley F o rg e th a t 
American Independence was won. In the rude 
huts of the dreary encampment w ere born the 
unconquerable will and courage never to subm it 
or yield,, th a t proved to E n g la n d and the w orld 
th at, although! th e co u n try m ig h t be overrun, 
the people could not be subdued. 
And during those weary months the Continen­ 
tal army received the training and discipline 
w hich a fte rw a rd s enabled it to meet th e soldiers 
and m e rc e n a rie s of G re at Britain in equal fight 
without suffering a defeat. 
"Therefore, on this spot, hallowed by hunger 
and cold, disease and destitution, we meet in 
gladness to commemorate a fortitude in camp 
superior to co u rag e in b a ttle , a ste ad fastn ess 
more powerful than enthusiasm, and a devotion 
to a cause and chifla in utterly forgetful of self. 
And if it be possible to draw from the past a les­ 
son for th e p resen t, or seek in wra r an example 
for peace,, we can find it in th e loyalty and devo­ 
tion th a t preserved the sacred fires of freedom 
amid the frosts and snows of the winter encamp­ 
ment at Valley Forge." 
At the conclusion of G ov. Hartranft’s address, 
th e R inggold B and of R ead in g p lay ed a fan ta sia ; 
the 350-voice chorus sang the Centennial H ym n; 
there w ere prayers offered, poems read and 
more singing. 
The orator of the day, Henry 
Armitt Brown, was then introduced amid an 
im m ense u p ro ar from 
th e 
m u ltitu d es. 
T heir 
d a p p in g could hardly be quieted. Then: 
"Behold him in yonder cottage, his lamp 
burning steadily through half the winter night, 
his brain never at rest . . . A soldier subordinat­ 
ing the m ilita ry to the civil power; a d ictato r as 
m indful of th e rig h ts of th e T o ries as the wrongs, 
of the Whigs: a statesman commanding a revolu­ 
tionary a rm y ; a patriot forgetful of nothing but 
himself. This is he whose extraordinary virtues 
kept an a rm y from disbanding and saved his 
co u n try ’s cause. 
“The tid es of b attle n ev e r ebbed and flowed 
upon these banks.

India, Pakistan Sign 
Withdrawal Agreement 


SIMLA, India (AP) — The 
leaders of India and Pakistan 
signed 
an 
agreement 
early 
Monday 
calling 
for 
partial 
troop withdrawals along their 
800-mile common border. 
Pakistani 
spokesmen 
also 
said the two sides agreed to 
“reduce tension” in disputed 
Kashm ir, including troop pull­ 
backs from the explosive cease­ 
fire line there, and that the 
pact did not include handing 
over territory taken in the In­ 
dia-Pakistan war last Decem­ 
ber. 
Indian 
sources 
maintained, 
however, that the agreement 
did not call for withdrawals in 
Kashmir. 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
of India and President Zulfikar 
Ali Bhutto of Pakistan signed 
the agreement at a hastily ar­ 
ranged ceremony 
nine 
hours 
before Bhutto was scheduled to 
return to Pakistan, culminating 
five days of tough summit bar­ 
gaining at this Himalayan hill 
station resort. 
Indian 
sources 
said

points of the agreem ent were 
renunciation of force to settle 
disputes and the settling of mu­ 
tual problems bilaterally with­ 
out calling in third parties.

The accord appeared to be a 
stepback from the Indian posi­ 
tion, seeking a package solution 
to the dispute between the two 
countries, including settlement 
of the Kashmir problem.

a $2 local tax on airline passen­ 
gers and vowed to come up 
with a tough new plan Monday 
to collect the unpopular ■■ two- 
day-old fee1. 
On Saturday, the first day of 
the levy on incoming and out­ 
going passengers, as many as 
30 per cent of the passengers 
on some airlines refused to 
pay. 
According to city Finance Di­ 
rector I^ennox Moak, the rebel­ 
lion had spread wider by Sun­ 
day. 
“ Publicity in the press has 
caused more people to refuse,’’ 
Moak said. “And the same air­ 


lines that reported low per­ 
centages Saturday are today 
having a higher percentage.” 
Because the tax is not includ­ 
ed with the airline’s quoted 
ticket price, terminal workers 
have to collect it separately. 
Many consumers are taking ad­ 
vantage of their right not to 
pay and are filling out tax-re- 
fusal forms, Moak said. 


TO TAKE STEPS 
But he said the tax rebels 
were “in violation of the law” 
and said the city would take 
steps to collect the fee. 
“People who refuse to pay 
assume they are going to be 
able to walk away from it. But 
it's the same as a parking 
charge, which people pay all 


the time, you don’t ignore it be­ 
cause you don’t like it.” 
Moak said the city wants to 
include the tax in the airlines’ 
quoted prices in the same way 
federal charges are included, 
but the airlines have balked at 
the idea. He would not specify 
what 
new steps 
the 
city 
planned to increase collections. 
“We don’t want to have to 
impose sanctions,” he said.

CHECKING ON L A , RAMS' SALE 


LOS ANGELES — As a gesture of good faith, a 
trinklet by which to be rem em bered fondly, the pros­ 
pective buyers of the Los Angeles R am s have given 
the ow nership a $5 million deposit, your correspondent 
in charge of sm all change has learned. 
The check has been posted by a group headed by 
R obert Irsay, of Skodie,, 111.,, and W illard (B ud) Ke- 
land. of Racine, Wis., principal m oneybags in this 
deal, which, if fully consum m ated, will result in the 
R am s buyers trading the club to C arroll Rosenbloom 
for the Baltim ore1 Colts. 
T here is distinctly an advantage to posting a $5 
million deposit. It reduces the paym ent you m ust 
m ake afterw ard. 
Some people don’t like big paym ents. It upsets 
their metabolism, the first of every m onth, and they 
wind up hollering at th eir wives over store bills. 
“ How :tn the hell do you expect me to pay $18 
million for the R am s,” a guy says, “ if you’re buying 
toothpaste? I’ve pleaded with you to lay low.” 


OUT OF TH E L IM E LIG H T 
None of the principals is anxious for publicity at 
this tim e not wishing to focus attention on their actions 
until the details of this com plicated deal are com­ 
pleted. 
But it Is nearing its end and could be negated only 
by a last-m inute rum ble with Internal Revenue. 
Clutching to their breast the $5 million check, 
the R am s would weep sham elessly if they had to give 
it back. 
A sale would culm inate, at last, a long search 
for a qualified buyer and allow1 the carry in g out of 
provisions in the will of the late Daniel Reeves, most 
of whose estate is em bodied in the equity in the foot­ 
ball franchise, 
A part from, providing for his wife and children, 
Mr. R eeves m ade interesting bequests, 
To sta rt with, he left $350,000 to his brokerage 
partner and d o se friend. Bill Barnes, whom, he desig­ 
nated to operate the R am * in behalf of the Reeves 
fam ily. 
To another brokerage painer, Thom as Cerny J r., 
he willed .$200,000'. 
A scattering of other outsiders w ere remembered, 
including two servants, who were left $32,500' each, 
and Reeve’s penchant for rewarding workers he ad­ 
judged loyal is manifested in his bequest of $140,000 
to be divided among Rams front office people he 
particularly liked. 
Their names are held privately by the will’s 
executors and are belived to number a. dozen or less. 
Shortly before his death. Reeves also provided 
for a select group of his football executives. He signed 
them to renewable three-year contracts, meaning that 
at the end of each year, the contracts renew' automat­ 
ically for three more. 
The next owner of the Rams will inherit these con­ 
tracts., written to offer security to the workers holding 
'them. 
If Rosenbloom. winds up with the Rams, which is 
the ultimate plan in the triple play, he will bring to 
Los Angeles his son, Steve, now president of the Colts, 
and Baltimore general, manager Don Klosterman. 
What other Colt personnel he may choose to shift 
to California isn’t yet knownj but the Los Angeles 
coaching staff would, remain unchanged. 


I NT E R IM AR R ANG E M E N T 
Of course, the first owners of the Rams would be 
the Midwest group put together by Irsay and Keland, 
who would keep the dub only until the time was ripe 
for the trade.
